Washout may keep 694 
closed into next week 


A washed-out section of 1-694 in Oakdale could take a week or more to repair, detouring drivers many miles out of their way.

A stretch of east metro freeway 


through Oakdale that normally accom- 


modates up to 87,000 vehicles a day won't 
reopen until at least Friday and probably 
later, as crews determine whether shifting 
ground causeda massive water spill under 
Interstate 694, officials said Monday. 

Once the city completes its workonan 
underground water line, the Minnesota 
Department of Transportation will begin 
restoring the freeway’s substructure and 
might not reopen I-694 until next week, 
said spokesman Kevin Gutknecht. 

“I don’t want to give atime until were 
really sure. We realize this is inconve- 
nient to the public, but we want to get 


it fixed right,” he said. 


City workers suspect that an environ- 
mental factor such as heaving or shift- 
ing caused the water main break, said 


Oakdale police spokeswoman Michelle 


Stark. An investigation is continuing 


into the cause, she said. 


The damaged area is a few miles

Brandi Campbell started 
working in strip clubs as a 
college student. Nine years 
later, she started filing lawsuits 
claiming she’d been cheated 
out of tips, sexually harassed 
by co-workers and fired when 
she complained.

Trump slashes size of 
Bears Ears monument 


Land protections overly 
broad, supporters say.

SALT LAKE CITY - Presi- 
dent Donald Trump on Mon- 
day took the rare step of 
scaling back two sprawling 
national monuments in Utah, 
declaring that “public lands 
will once again be for public 
use” in a move cheered by 
Republican leaders who lob- 
bied him to undo protections 
they considered overly broad. 

The decision marks the 
first time in a half century 
that a president has undone 
these types of land protec- 
tions. Tribal and environ- 
mental groups oppose the 


decision and began filing 
lawsuits Monday in a bid to 
stop Trump and Interior Sec- 
retary Ryan Zinke. 

Trump made the plan 
official during a speech at 
the State Capitol, where he 
signed proclamations to 
shrink the Bears Ears and 
Grand Staircase-Escalante 
national monuments. Both 
monuments encompass mil- 
lions of acres of land. 

State officials said the pro- 
tections were overly broad 
and closed off the area to 
energy development and 
other access. Environmental 
and tribal groups say the desig- 
nations are needed to protect 
important archaeological and 
cultural resources, especially 
the more than 2,030-square-

legal challenges continue.

WASHINGTON - The 
Supreme Court gave Presi- 
dent Donald Trump a signifi- 
cant victory Monday, ruling he 
may put his full travel ban into 
effect while legal appeals are 
being weighed in lower courts. 

The decision, with only two 
dissents, strongly suggests 
the justices believe the cur- 
rent version of Trump’s broad 
travel ban does not exceed his 
powers under the immigra- 
tion laws and does not reflect 
unconstitutional religious dis- 
crimination against Muslims. 

The justices issued an 
unsigned order Monday 
granting the administration’s 
request for a stay that would 
block lower-court decisions 
that prevented full enforce- 
ment of the ban. Justices Ruth 
Bader Ginsburg and Sonia 
Sotomayor said they would 
deny the request but did not 
spell out their reasons. 

The court did not issue an 
opinion with the order, but 
usually the justices do not 
intervene in pending cases 
unless they believe the lower 
courts have gone wrong.

Tax reform 
turns up heat 
on housing 


Developers rush to finish 
projects amid uncertainty.

Developers of affordable 
housing in the Twin Cities are 
bracing for the worst as Con- 
gress reconciles tax reform pro- 
posals that they fear will stifle 
renovation and construction of 
apartments and houses for low- 
to moderate-income families. 

Though the fate of the 
change is unclear, several Twin 
Cities developers have been 
scrambling to line up financing 
commitments before year’s end. 
Fast-tracking those projects is 
expensive and complicated, but 
many worry that projects that 
don’t close before the end of the 
year won't happen at all. 

“There’s aton of uncertainty,” 
said Chris Barnes, vice presi- 
dent and senior project partner 
at Plymouth-based Dominium, 
one ofthe nation’s largest rental 
developers and owners. “People 
are scrambling like mad to get 
everything closed.” 

Barnes said 27 new and exist- 
ing projects, encompassing 5,355 
units, onthe company’s drawing 
board are at risk of not getting 
built or preserved. 

That doesn’t include a plan
